BEGIN SUMMARY: ARRIVALS OF LPF CADRE AND CARGO DWINDLED 
TO A TRICKEL DURING THE WEEK, AS THE LAO CELEBRATED THAT 
LUANG FESTIVAL. SOUVANNA WROTE SOUPHANOUVONG, CALLING ON HIM 
TO COME TO LUANG PRABANG TO NEGOTIATE DIRECTLY WITH HIM. 

SOTH PHETRASY, MEANWHILE, SAID LPF LIST OF MINISTERS WAS READY 
BUT ITS PUBLICATION AWAITS ESTABLISHMENT OF WHAT LPF CONSIDERS 
SUFFICIENT SECURITY IN VIENTIANE. HE CALLED FOR FULL EQUALITY 
BETWEEN THE RLG AND LPF IN NEUTRALIZATION OF VIENTIANE. 

FROM NOVEMBER 2-6, NORTH VIENTIANE COMMUNIST PARTY CHIEF, 

LE DU AN, VISITED SAM NEUA FOR THE FIRST TIME MADE PUBLIC. 

MILITARY SITUATION DURING THE PERIOD REMAINED QUIET, BUT 
WORLDWIDE FUEL CRISIS HAS DISTURBED LAO ECONOMY. END SUMMARY 

I. IMPLEMENTATION OF THE AGREEMENT 

A. AIRLIFT OF LPF PERSONNEL AND CARGO DWINDLES 
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DURING THAT LUANG FESTIVAL: 

SOVIET AN-12 FLIGHTS TO VIENTIANE WERE SUSPENDED 
TEMPORARILY NOVEMBER 8-1 1, TO PERMIT THE ANNUAL THAI 
LUANG FAIR FESTIVITIES TO OCCUR IN A RELAXED ATMOSPHERE, 

WHICH WAS THE CASE. HOWEVER, PRC IL-14 FLIGHTS CONTINUED 
TO LUANG PRABANG,NTRINGING 104 MEN IN UNIFORM AND ONE 
CIVILIAN ON NOVEMBER 8 AND 70 MEN IN UNIFORM ON NOVEMBER 
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14. THERE WERE ALSO PRC CARGO FLIGHTS TO LUANG PRABANG 
ON NOVEMBER 9 AND 10, BUT NO FLIGHTS AT ALL NOVEMBER 
1 1-13. SOVIET FLIGHTS RECOMMENCED NOVEMBER 13, AND, BY 
THE 14TH, A TOTAL OF 246 ADDITIONAL LPF PERSONNEL-MOSTLY 
ARMED TROOPS IN UNIFORM-HAD ARRIVED IN VIENTIANE. CARGO 
TRANSPORTED TO BOTH VIENTIANE AND LUANG PRABANG DURING 
THE PERIOD CONSISTED MAINLY OF AMMUNITION, FOOD, FURNI- 
TURE, ASSORTED BOXES AND FIFTY-FIVE-GALLON DRUMS. 

RLG SPOKESMAN ANNOUNCED NOVEMBER 15 THAT LPF PERSONNEL 
ARRIVALS WOULD END NOVEMBER 16 IN VIENTIANE AND ON THE 
20TH IN LUANG PRABANG. PRESENT UNOFFICIAL TOTALS FOR LPF 
ARRIVALS SINCE OCTOBER 9 ARE AS FOLLOWS: VIENTIANE - 1,213; 

LUANG PRABANG - 473. 

B. ACTIVITIES OF LPF PERSONNEL IN VIENTIANE AND 
LUANG PRABANG: 

PRESENCE OF LPF IN VIENTIANE AND LUANG PRABANG 
CONTINUES TO BE INCONSPICUOUS. SMALL NUMBERS OF LPF WERE 
SEEN IN OCCASIONAL ATTENDANCE AT THE THAT LUANG FAIR, 

AND THE LPF NEGOTIATORS PARTICIPATED IN THE OFFICIAL 
FESTIVITIES AND EVEN VISITED THE US PA VILLON. CADRE IN BOTH 
VIENTIANE AND LUANG PRABANG HAVE BEEN BUSY CLEANING UP THEIR 
FACILITIES AND CULTIVATING THEIR VEGETABLE GARDENS. 

II. INTERNAL DEVELOPMENTS 

A. ON NOVEMBER 15, THE RLG OFFICIAL SPOKESMAN CON- 
FIRMED THAT PRIME MINISTER SOUVANNA PHOUMA SENT A LETTER TO 
PRINCE SOUPHANOUVONG IN SAM NEUA ASKING HIM TO COME TO LUANG 
PRABANG TO NEGOTIATE DIRECTLY WITH HIM, AND, IF THIS IS IM- 
POSSIBLE, THEN FOR HIM TO SEND HIS PLENIPOTENTIARY, PHOUMI 
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VONGVICHIT, TO VIENTIANE TO SPEED UP THE NEGOTIATIONS. THE 
SPOKESMAN ADDED THAT THE RLG IS STILL AWAITING THE NAMES 
OF LPF MEMBERS IN THE NEW PGNU AND JNPC. HE ALSO STATED 
THAT, WHEN THE PGNU IS FORMED, THE GOVERNMENT WILL CALL 
AN EXTRAORDINARY SESSION OF THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY, BUT 
HE WAS EVASIVE ON THE QUESTION OF WHETHER SUCH A SESSION 
WOULD BE TO SEEK THE APPROVAL OF THE ASSEMBLY OR SIMPLY 
TO INFORM THE ASSEMBLY OF THE NAMES OF THE NEW PGNU 
MEMBERS. (COMMENT: NOW THAT THAT LUANG CELEBRATIONS 
ARE OVER, PRIME MINISTER SOUVANNA APPEARS INTENT ON 
PRODDING RLG-LPF NEGOTIATIONS BACK ON THE TRACK.) 

B. SOTH PHETRASY, IN A VIENTIANE POST INTERVIEW ON 
NOVEMBER 13, STATED THAT THE LPF HAD NOT PRESENTED ITS 

LIST OF FUTURE MINISTERS BECAUSE THE TWO PARTIES HAD NOT YET 
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MET SECURITY CONDITIONS NECESSARY BEFORE THE FORMATION OF 
THE PGNU, BUT WHEN SUCH CONDITIONS ARE MET THERE WILL BE NO 
PROBLEM IN ANNOUNCING THE NAMES SINCE THE LPF LIST IS ALREADY 
DRAWN UP. HE ADDED THAT THE LPF IS NOT INSISTING ON 
THE INTRODUCTION OF ALL THE LPF MILITARY AND POLICE FORCES

CALLED EOR IN THE ACCORD, BUT ONLY A CERTAIN PORTION 
THEREOE WHICH IS JUDGED BY THE LPE TO BE SUEEICIENT TO 
ASSURE THE SECURITY OF THE LPF MINISTERS. SOTH SAID 
THAT THE LPE WOULD LIKE TO KNOW THE EEFECTIVE NUMBER 
OE TROOPS ON THE RLG SIDE, SINCE BOTH SIDES SHOULD BE 
EQUAL AND HAVE THE SAME RIGHTS. HE POINTED OUT THAT THIS 
TIME LAO REUNIEICATION MEANS MORE THAN THE INTEGRATION

C. ON NOVEMBER 15, NGON SANANIKONE REPLIED AT 
LENGTH TO CHARGES MADE IN A RADIO PATHET LAO SPEECH BY 
PRINCE SOUPHANOUVONG NOVEMBER 6 TO THE EFEECT THAT THE 
SANANIKONES ARE LACKEYS OE THE AMERICANS AND THAT THEY 
ARE OPPOSED TO PEACE AND NATIONAL RECONCILIATION. NGON 
RETORTED THAT DELAYS IN THE EORMATION OF THE PGNU WERE 
THE EAULT OE THE LPE AND NOTED THAT REPRESENTATIVES OF 
THE SANANIKONE EAMILY HAVE BEEN ACTIVE AT EACH OF THE LAO 
PEACE CONEERENCES. REASON THAT SOUPHANOUVONG'S BLAST AT 

THE SANANIKONES DREW BLOOD THIS TIME IS UNKNOWN SINCE THEY HAVE

D. ON NOVEMBER 12, SOUPHANOUVONG SENT WARM BIRTH- 
DAY GREETING TO THE KING IN WHICH HE EXPRESSED HOPE THAT 
KING WILL BE OE "GREAT HELP IN SUCCESSEULLY IMPLEMENTING 
ALL THE PROVISIONS OE THE VIENTIANE AGREEMENT AND THE 
PROTOCOL IN ORDER TO INSURE LASTING PEACE AND NATIONAL 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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CONCORD." 

E. EE DU AN, ACCOMPANIED BY A DELEGATION OE NORTH 
VIETNAMESE COMMUNIST PARTY OEFICIALS, VISITED SAM NEUA 
NOVEMBER 2-6 EOR THE EIRST TIME. AS COULD BE EXPECTED, 

THE VISIT WAS A COMRADELY LOVEFEST, ALTHOUGH THE MOTIVE 
EOR THE VISIT AND ITS TIMING REMAIN OBSCURE. 

III. SECURITY SITUATION 

EIGHT INCIDENTS WERE REPORTED DURING THE WEEK ENDING 
NOVEMBER 15. LOUR OF THESE INCIDENTS TOOK PLACE IN MR-IV. 

ONLY KNOWN CASUALTIES WERE ONE FRIENDLY MIA IN MR-III AND 
THREE PL KILLED IN AN INCIDENT IN MR-V. THIS IS THE 
TWELFTH CONSECUTIVE WEEK IN WHICH THERE HAVE BEEN EEWER 
THAN TEN CEASEFIRE INCIDENTS. 

IV. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS

A. THE EEEECTS OE THE WORLDWIDE POL CRISIS HAVE 
REACHED LAOS. RLG SPOKESMAN ANNOUNCED NOVEMBER 15 THAT 
PRICE OE SUPER AND REGULAR GAS WOULD INCREASE APPROXIMATELY 
BY 20 AND 40 PERCENT, RESPECTIVELY. IN ADDITION, RATIONING 

OE GAS HAS BEEN DECLARED EOR PERSONAL VEHICLES AND ALLOT- 
MENTS OE GAS TO GOVERNMENT OFEICIALS ARE TO BE REDUCED BY 
50 PERCENT. RLG ANNOUNCEMENT COMES ON HEELS OE PRIME 
MINISTER'S ORDER TO ALL RLG COMPONENTS, WHICH REDUCED THEIR 
POL ALLOCATIONS AND CALLED EOR HEIGHTENED VIGILANCE IN THE 
USE OE EUEL. 

B. NEGOTIATIONS ON THE CY 1974 STABILIZATION PROGRAM (EEOE) 
COMMENCED NOVEMBER 13, DURING A MEETING CHAIRED BY THE MINISTER 
OE EINANCE WITH DONOR COUNTRY REPRESENTATIVES.
